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The Set-Up Is Wrong 


The Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
insists that it has to have more operating 
money. It wants a greater share of the 
listener's license fee. Indeed, it demands the 
entire fee, and that the cost of collecting 
that fee be paid from the public treasury. 

What this is probably working up to is 
@ proposal for a substantial increase in the 
fee. For the Corporation's deficit for 1946-47 
was $70,000, The deficit is expected to mount 
to $265,000 in 1947-48. 

The idea of the Corporation in the first 
place was an excellent one. It was to con- 
trol broadcasting in Canada. It was to ed- 
ucate and entertain and elevate the Canadian 
people with programs unspotted with ad- 
vertising. And for these purposes it was to | 
be maintained at public expense. 

That excellent policy was departed from | 
when the CBC was diverted into the com- | 
mercial field, where it entered into busi- 
ness competition with private stations and | 
other news-vending organizations while still 
drawing public support. 

It is absurd that every radio owner 
should be made to pay a fee in support of an 
institution that competes with private en- | 
terprise and also controls all broadcasting in 
Canada. CBC should not be a competitor of 
private stations over which it exercises coni- 
plete control, 

Until the CBC is withdrawn from this 
commercial competition it is not entitled to 
public support as a non-revenue earning util- | 
ity, nor as a regulator of commercial broad- | 

casting. | 

This dual capacity is vicious and illogical. 
The demand for more operating money from | 
the public should lead to a revision of the 
whole set-up. 


It Could be Dangerous 


It is to be hoped that the conference of 
the British Labor party at Margate will not 
live up to the forecast. Party “rebels” against 
the Attlee government are expected to launch | 
an attack there on the foreign policy of the 
United States, particularly the aid being 
given to help Greece and Turkey keep them- 
selves from being swept into the Russian 
orbit.

| or using them unlawfully.

about statistics is that it is possible 
to prove practically anything you 
please with the same set of figures. 
This fact gave rise some time in 
jthe distant past to the expression: 
|“Figures can’t lie, but liars can 
figure.” As an example of just 
how true that statement is let's 
take a look at some of the figures 
being handed out to the Canadian 
public at the present time regard- 
ing the income tax, 

Let us suppose that I want to 
prove that the well-to-do were not 
treated fairly by the budget. In 
this case the thing to do is to use 
percentage reductions. In 1948 a 
taxpayer who is married and has 
two children and has an income 
of $2,000 per year will receive a 
reduction of 47 percent in his tax 
compared with the 1946 tax, which 
is for the year just completed, On 
the other hand the married tax- 
payer with two children who earns 
$10,000 per year will have a reduc- 
tion of only 27 percent, 

NOW IF | WANT to make the 
little man figure he is not getting 
ja fair break I will take the dollar 
{value of the tax reductions. I will 
|show the same taxpayer with the 
two thousand dollar income and 
show him that his 47 percent re- 
| duction amounts to only $32, while 
| the $10,000 man gets a reduction of 
$717. But the little fellow's tax 
for last year was $68 while the 
$10,000-man’s tax was $2,647. 

After looking at those figures 
the little man may not figure the 
tax is too harsh when the fellow 
with the $10,000 income paid ap- 
proximately 39 times as much as 
he does. But if we really want to 
|make the little fellow feel badly 
}we don’t bother with how much 
taxes we paid, we use the figures 
of how much they will have left 
}over after paying taxes for 1948. 


of the interesting things|The $2,000 a year man will have 


$1,946 left while the $10,000 a year 
man will have the tremendous sum 
of $8,070 left, or four times as much 
as the little man, Obviously there 
is something unfair about a taxa 
tion system which leaves one man 
so much more than the other—or is 
there? 

Let’s look at it this way: In 1948 
the $2,000 a year man will pay av 
income tax totalling less than two 
percent of his income. But the 
$10,000 a year man will pay a tax 
amounting to 19.3 percent of his 
income. And if the $10,000 a year 
man is single his tax will amount to 
22.5 percent of his income. Obvi- 
ously the little man is getting the 
best of the deal and the big fe!- 
low is really being hit, and hard

1F YOU WANT to stir up the 
big fellow the thing to do is to 


compare his tax with that of an 
American in similar circumstances 
The Financial Post uses an income 
of $9,960 to do this. Under the 
cases they quote the Canadian wil! 
pay $1,820 in 1948 whereas the Am- 
erican will pay only $1,446. Thus 
the American is better off by $374, 
or, in percentages the Canadians 
tax is 29.9 percent higher than the 
American's. 

It would be easy to keep on play- 
ing with these figures all night 
and produce cold hard statistics 
which would seem to prove an 
point I cared to make. But this 
is enough to point out the dangers 
tin accepting statistics, and es 
pecially percentages as proof of 
anything. When anybody starts to 
quote percentages to prove a point 
make sure you have all the per- 
tinent facts and figures and have 
looked at them from every angle 
before you let yourself become a 
victim of one of those people who 
do things with figures,

SAVE LAWN 
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Says Canada Won't 
Devalue Currency 


\ By Peter Inglis 
| WASHINGTON Monday's an- 
| nouncement in Ottawa by Finance 
Minister Abbott of new restrictions 
on the holding of United States 
} money by Canadians has increased 
| already wide speculation here about 
| the dominion’s plans for handling 
}a difficult exchange situation 
| ‘There has been much talk among 
financial observers in Washington 
of the possibility of Canada devalu- 
ing her currency, or following Bri- 
tain’s lead in restricting non-essen- 
| tial imports or even asking for a 
| United States loan 
It is learned on the best authority 
however, that none of these steps 
is likely in the immediate future 

A highly-qualified Canadian 
source here says Canada’s holdings 
of gold and United States dollars, 
while considerably below the war- 
time peak, are still about three times 
as great as the pre-war average and 
that the dominion has some time 
yet to decide on a way of stopping 
or offsetting the steady drain on 
her “hard money” reserves. (By a 
quirk of finance, the Canadian dol- 
lar is “hard” in the sterling bloc 
but “soft” in the United States.) 
| This source explains that cur- 
rency devaluation would be of little 
effectiveness. In normal times it 
would tend to reduce imports and 
encourage experts, but the present 
times are not normal economically 
and imports and exports are govern- 
ed by availability not by price. Some 
financial observers here even main- 
tain that the Canadian dollar, at 
its present parity, is already in ef- 
fect devalued because Canadian 
prices are lower than American 

The best forecast available here 
appears to be that Canada will even- 
tually compound an American ex- 
change program out of dribs and 
drabs of many ingredients—more 
restrictions on the export of dollars, 
a few general import barriers which 
would not hurt her friends, further 
encouragement of the tourist trade 
and perhaps a commercial loan in 
the New York market as a last 
resort.
